Background:

The Association of Washington Generals was formed in 1970 by Lieutenant Governor John
Cherberg. It isaservice organization which honors worthy citizens who make significant
contributions to Washington. The association awards honorees a commission as a Washington
General. Commissions are signed by the Governor, the Lieutenant Governor, and the
Secretary of State. The association does not have authority to use the state flag or the state
sedl.

Summary of Bill:
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The Association of Washington Generalsis organized as a private, nonprofit, nonpartisan
corporation with the purpose of recognizing outstanding service to the state and bringing those
individual s together to serve as ambassadors of trade, tourism, and international goodwill.

The Association of Washington Generalsis governed by a board of directors. The Governor,
Lieutenant Governor, and the Secretary of State are to serve on the association's board of
directors as ex officio non-voting members. The board will review nominations for and select
new Washington Generals, and establish the title of "honorary Washington General" to honor
worthy individuals from outside of Washington.

The Association of Washington Generals may conduct activitiesin support of their mission,
including establishing selection criteriafor selecting Washington Generals, operating an essay
contest, training the generals as ambassadors of Washington, and promoting Washington
Generals as the ambassadors of Washington.

The Lieutenant Governor's office may provide technical and financial assistance for the
association. Subject to the availability of funds, the L egislature may make appropriationsin
support of the Washington Generals. The association may use the image of the Washington
State flag and retain any revenue generated by such use.

Appropriation: None.
Fiscal Note: Not requested.

Effective Date: The bill takes effect 90 days after adjournment of session in which bill is
passed.

Testimony For: The Association of Washington Generals was created by Lieutenant.
Governor John Cherberg as an organization of ambassadors. By codifying the program, the
stature of the program isincreased. This program does not take anything away from the state
Medal of Honor program, but does provide another way to recognize extraordinary members
of our communities. The bill directs the Association of Washington Generals to develop
criteriafor membership, thereby ensuring that commissions are not carelessly awarded. The
Association of Washington Generals will continue its work with the schools through
scholarships and essay contests.
